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PREFACE. 


HE LATE MR. F. A. WALTERS was an indefatigable 
KS collector and student of coins. He specialised in the 
GUNG period extending from Edward I to Henry VII, and 
contributed to the pages of the “ Numismatic Chronicle” the 
following papers, among others—articles which have much 
increased our knowledge of, and interest in, the coins of the 
most fascinating epoch of our country’s history, and which have 
been of much service to collector and dealer alike. 

The papers referred to are: — 

1902 Some Remarks on the last Silver Coinage of Edward III, 
and, the same year, The Silver Coinage of the Reign of 
Henry VI. 

1903 The Gold Coins of Henry VI. 

1904 The Coinage of Richard II. 

1905 The Coinage of Henry IV. 

1906 The Coinage of Henry VI. 

1914 The Coinage of the Reign of Edward IV.
